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Continuation of 11. does NOT place tlie application in condition for allowance because: On pages 2-4, applicant argues that Date fails to 
disclose generating a second data stream comprising the second set of channels and the one or more channels not selected for the first 
set. While the applicant's points are understood, the examiner respectfully disagrees. The examiner notes that the first limitation reads 
selecting, at a media server, a first set of one or more channels of a plurality of channels. The examiner is interpreting the plurality of 
channels to be two channels, and hence the first set comprises the two channels (all the channels). Therefore, when generating the 
second stream, comprising the second set of channels and the one or more channels not selected for the first set, since the first set of 
comprised all the pictures, there are no un-selected pictures left from the first set. Hence, as broadly interpreted by the examiner. Date 
discloses the limitations as claimed. Furthermore, an amendment indicating that there are three or more channels that the first set can be 
selected from would overcome the rejection of record, since then there would be at least one channel not selected from the first set. 
Therefore the rejection has been maintained. 

On page 4, applicant argues that it would not be obvious to disregard the round robin selection of Putzolu for the selection method of claim 
63. While the applican'ts points are understood, the examiner respectfully disagrees. While Putzolu discloses a round robin selection 
method, the other references each have another type of selection method. Since substituting one selection method for another would 
produce predicatble results, the combination is deemed proper. Therefore the rejection has been maintained. 

On page 5, applicant argues that Guetz fails to disclose determining whether a channel has been compressed in a first manner, and if so, 
instead compressing it in a second manner. While the applicant's points are understood, the examiner respectfully disagrees. See for 
example Guetz figures 1 and 3-4. There Guetz discloses two different encoders for compressing data in two manners. Therefore the 
rejection has been maintained. 
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
